EVIDENCE OF CANNIBALISM. 


Story of Suffering and Death on the 
Yukon Trail—Three Eastern 
Men Perish. 


Circle City, Alaska, via San Francisco, 
Cal., June 19.—The bodies of Michael Daly, 
Victor Edair, and M. Provost, from Provi- 
dence, R. I., Woonsocket, R. I., and Brock- 
ton, Mass., respectively, were discovered 
seventeen miles from the mouth of Old 
Man’s Creek, where the men had evidently 
lost the trail. 

Daly's body had been partly eaten. The 
stove, in a tent, gave evidence that his com- 
pantons had cooked his flesh. Daly’s body. 
was identified by the clothes. The other 
two men were found dead five miles away 
from the tent.. The fact of the tent flaps 
being shut down when found would seem to 
preclude the possibility of Daly's body hav- 
ing been eaten by animals. The sum of $400 
was found on the bodies.

I then wrote a dental of the colloquy, certainly 
not intending to say that no such colloquy oc- 
curred, but that it did not occur as printed. At 
the same time I sent with this an explanatory let- 
ter explaining to Admiral Schley that the letter 
of denial was a denial of the dialogue as it ap- 
peared in print, and that I had told the corre- 
spondent of the paper that the substance of the 
conversation was correct. In writing the letter I 
wished to refute the fact of any controversy ex- 
isting at a critical stage of the battle.

The 
statements made by their fellows, published 
in the morning in THE TRIBUNE, were in- 
dorsed heartily by a large percentage of the 

“TI am afraid that the days of the trav- 
eling man are numbered,“ said one drum- 
mer, “and that the time is near at hand 
when his position, precarious as it is at pres- 
ent, will become even more so. Within the 
last two years there has been a general 


reduction in salaries: Men who formerly 
had been paid as high as $10,000 a year now. 


are receiving under $2,000, and most of them 
are glad of the chance to earn that. 

Gt course, the trusts are not wholly re- 
sponsible for the prevailing conditions, but 


the existence of the trusts is coexistent with 


the passing of the traveling man. I see the 
statement is made that the trusts are not 
willing to allow their salesmen to wine and 
dine prospective customers. The time was 
when the traveling man spent his cash right 
and left among its patrons, but those days 
are gone, and we have to try other methods 


of inducing customers to buy goods. 


The men who are working for firms not 
embraced in the trusts have a great advan- 
tage over the trust drummers in that way. 
I would not be surprised if this should prove 
one of the chief causes that will operate to 
break up the trusts. 

1 think Senator Hanna is right when he 

says that the 40,000 odd men who have lost 
their positions through the trusts will be 3 
big factor in the coming campaign. I do not 
believe there will be any organization ef- 
fected among the traveting men, though it 
is possible those who already have lost their 
positions may combine to fight the trusts.“ 

The Commercial Travelers’ National 

, league, composed of over 100,000 of the trav- 
eling men of the United States, has made 
an informal investigation of the effect of the 
trusts upon men engaged in their occupa- 
tion. President C. E. Dowe of that associa- 
tion, who testified before the Industrial com- 
mission, especially has interested Himself 
in the Investigation, and as a result of his 
labors made the following statement: 

There are in the United States over 

300.000 drummers, and I believe nearly one- 
half of the number ultimately will lose their 
positions. Of those fortunate enough still 
to hold their posttions nearly all have had 
their salaries cut. 

“The National Enameling and Stamping 
company has discharged a large number 
of its traveling salesmen. The tobacco 
trust has let go over 3,000 salesmen. In the 
case of the baking-powder trust, with 
whose methods I am familiar, I know per- 
sonally of one instance in which the work 
of two men, who were receiving $5,000 and 
$4,500 a year respectively, now is done by 
one man, who receives but $18 a week. The 
bicycle trust will dispense with the services 


of 600 men, and the chair trust 500 more” 


The sugar trust and the coffee monopoly 
between them have made a reduction of 
1,000 men in their force, and the salaries of 
the others have been cut on the average of 
$1,000 a year.“

OPPOSES ANTI-TRUST MEETING. 


Governor Rogers of Washington Writes 
a Scathing Letter to the Texas 
| Chief Executive, 


Austin, Tex., June 19.—[Special.]—Gover- 
nor Sayers this morning received a scathing 
letter from Governor Rogers of Washing- 
ton, condemning his anti-trust convention 
as a political movement. The letter in part 


‘follows: 


It has occurred to me that many people are al- 
vocating State ¢ontrol of trusts with insincerity, 
thinking in this way to pase through the next 
national campaign with safety to themselves, 
feeling sure that whatever State legislation may be 
enacted which will really curb the power of trusts 
will eventually be d@tlared unconstitutional by the 
United States Supreme Court. With those who 
thus and for this purpose advocate State legislation 
regarding trusts I can have no sympathy, and I 
am bound to believe, too, that legislative action 
which seeKs to control the formation and manage- 
ment of trusts will prove ineffectual. 

In the first place the word trust is misleading 
when applied to a great many industrial combina- 
tions now threatening the prosperity of the peo- 
ple. In many instances so-called trusts are mere- 
ly large corporations. It has occurred to me that 


corporations will be declared to possess a vested 


and constitution&l right to buy and sell. Clearly 
it seems to me corporations as well as persons 
have a right to buy and hence to sell whatever is 
offered for sale in the market. If a sufficient 
weight of capital be employed a corporation or a 
person has the ability and the constitutional right 
to buy all of a certain product offered for sale. and 
this will unquestionably operate to fix the price at 
which such production will in future be sold. 

I can see no remedy for the trust evil eave public 
ownership. This new question of the trusts is 
reaily the old one of capital vs. labor. or, stated 
differently, the attempt of the almighty dollar to 
gain supremacy in the affairs of men. There ts in 
all this an irrépressible conflict which will not 
down at the bidding of any State Legislature. 

In addition to this letter Governor Sayers 
received brief létters from the Governors 
of Oregon and Pennsylvania indorsing the 
anti-trust convention and promising to be 
in attendance.

Portsmouth, N. H., June 19. Aspecial. 1— 
The death ot Norman Williams of Chicago, 
which has been feared for some time, oc- 
curred at Little Boarshead, Hampton Beach, 
this afternoon at 5 o'clock. For several 
weeks his condition had been so critical that 
a physician was summoned from Boston and 
remained in constant attendance up to the 
time of death. Mr. Williams was 63 years 
of age: He had been a member of the Chi- 
cago bar for upwards of thirty-five years, 
and was accounted one of the wealthiest of 
the Lake City’s millionaires. 

Mr. Williams had been a sufferer from 
Bright's disease for three years. He came 
to his summer home at Little Boarshead in 
April and has been failing gradually ever 


since. He was only occasionally conscious. 
_All of his family were with him, including. 


his wife and son, Norman Willlams Jr., his 
Gaughter, Miss Mary Williams, his son-in- 
law, General Wesley Merritt, and wife. 
They were at the bedside at the last. 

Mr. Williams passed his “summers at 
Hampton for a number of years. His villa 
there is one of the handsomest along the 
coast. The body will be taken to Chicagu on 
a funeral car. The journey to the Westera 
city will probably begin ee | 

Norman Williams. was a . and a man 
of large affairs. He was born on Feb. 1, 
1835, in Woodstock, Vt. His father, Norman 
, Williams, was one of the prominent citizens 
of the Vermont town, as had been his grand- 
father, Jesse Williams, who was interested 
in public affairs and was a man of much in- 
fluence in the State. His mother was Mary 


Anne Wentworth, whose family had con- 


tributed members who had served in im- 
portant colonial offices before the revolu- 
tion, and more than one member of which 
served as Governor of New Hampshire. 
When the revolution came they remained 
loyal to the crown, and when the English 
troops evacuated Boston they were com- 
pelled to leave also, as were all the promi- 
nent Tories of that time. 

When young Norman Williams had fin- 
_ ished in the public school of his native town 
he was sent to Kimball Union Academy at 
Meriden, N. H., where he prepared for col- 
lege. He entered the University of Ver- 
mont, from which he was graduated in 1855, 
He then entered the Albany Law School. 
He continued his studies in the office of the 


law firm of Tracy, Converse & Barrett, at 


Woodstock, Vt., until he was admitted to 
practice. 

After being enrolled asa member of the 
bar he concluded to come West, and in Octo- 
ber, 1858, he was located in Chicago and with 
an office as a lawyer. For two years he con- 
tinued to practice alone, but in 1860 he 
formed a partnership with King & Kales, 
and the new firm became King, Kales & 
Williams. This partnership continued until! 
1866, when Mr. Williams withdrew and be- 


came a law partner of General John L. 


Thompson, under the firm name of Williams 
& Thompson. This partnership continued 
until the death of General Thompson in 1888. 
The firm later became Williams, Holt * 


Wheeler. 


Identified with Large Affairs. 

Mr. Williams had not been in Chicago long 
before he won a reputation as a business 
lawyer, and from that time was identified 
with some of the largest business enter- 
prises in the city. As Tegal adviser he as- 
sisted in the formation of the Pullman's 
Palace Car company, and became a member 


ot the first Board of Directors of the com- 


| 


‘pany. 
The organization of the Western Electric 


compa was due to Mr. Williams’ efforts. 
The first telephone for public use in Chicago 
was brought here by him. .The formation 
of the Chicago Telephone company and the 
efficient management of it, making it one of 
the important business institutions in Chi- 
‘cago, were due to the wisdom and business 
foresight of Mr. Williams. 

For many years he took a keen interest in 
electrical matters. He became an expert in 
the theory and also in the mechanics of 
electrical engineering. He was also the 
first legal authority on subjects related to 
electrical undertakings. When the Paris 
electrical exposition was held in 1881 he 
was made United States Commissioner to it. 
For many years he was connected with the 
Western Union Telegraph company in an 
advisory legal capacity, and also managed 


the more important part of the litigation of 


this company in the West. His business 
ability was rewarded with such success that 
he became rated among the wealthy men 
of Chicago before he had reached the prime 
of life. 

During all of the business years of Mr. 
Williams’ life he was a busy mah and occu- 
pied with large affairs of both legal and 
commercial nature, yet he found time to de- 
vote to public matters. He contributed 
largely to the formation of the first regiment 

of colored soldiers in Chicago during the 
civil war and to the arming of them. 


Work with Libraries, 


He also found time for literary affairs. In 
connection with his brother, Edward H. 
Wilhams, he founded the Norman Win- 
iams Public Library” in Woodstock, Vt., 
this name being given to it in Honor of his 
father. 

When the late John Crerar mide the be- 
quest by which Chicago was. given the 
Crerar Library Norman Williams and Hunt- 
ington W. Jackson were named in the will 
as the trustees. He wasalsoa trustee of the 
Crerar estate. Mr. Williams was made 
the first President of the library and the 


work of organizing the big institution was. 


placed in his hands. He was for many years 
a director of the Chicago Public Library and 
one of the most active members of the di- 
rectory. He was always alert in educational 
matters. He was a member of the Chicago, 
the Calumet, the Literary, and the Univer- 
sity clubs. He was a student traveler who 
had passed many seasons in European travel 


and study, and as a result of these travels

In ‘addition to other business affairs Mr. 
Williams was trustee of many large estates 
and served as executor and guardian in 
some of the largest. His name was identi- 
fied with every public enterprise of a big 
kind in which the people of Chicago have 
been interested in the last twenty years. 

Mr. Williams was a member and trustee 

of the Second Presbyterian Church of Chi- 
cago. For years he took ah active interest 
in the affairs of this congregation. He also 
was deeply interested in the affairs of the 
Chicago Orphan Asylum and n President 
of the institution. 

In politics he was a e He al- 
ways took a part in political affairs, but was 
never an officeseeker, nor did he ever con- 
cern himself with machine politics. He was 
one df the organizers and promoters.of the 
Irish-American Republican club, which be- 
came a strong and influential nnd 
in political affairs. 


His Family Lite. | 

Mr. Williams was married on Dec. 11, 
1867, in Ottawa, III., to Miss Caroline Caton, 
daughter of the late John Dean Caton, 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of IIll- 
nois. Three children survive him. They are 
two daughters. Laura and Mary, and a son, 
Norman. The elder daughter, Laura. is the 
wife of Major General Wesley Merritt. 
Their marriage took place in London, Eng., 
on Oct. 24, 1808. General Merritt had just 
returned from the Philippine Islands, where 
he had commanded the land forces in the 
reduction of Manila. He was sent then to 
Paris to attend the convention engaged in 
preparing the treaty of peace with Spain and 
the United States. Miss Williams met him 
in London, and there the wedding took place 
in the Hotel Savoy. 

In recent years Mr. Williams had not been 
engaged actively in business, except with 
the more important affairs with which he 
had been identified previously.

piece, went to reinforce the troops attacked.

The distinction which 
has been attempting to draw between 
trusts and combines is too fine to be of 
practical value. It is a distinction which 
has enabled the promoters to evade the 


law, but to the public it is a distinction 


without a difference. The newspapers have 
ignored it, and Miss French has not shown 
that the point is of any value. It is 
true that in its first meaning the term 
trust signified a federation of various en- 
terprises for the purpose of raising prices. 
To avoid the anti-trust law the various 
companies went through the motion of a 
bargain and sale, producing the combines 
that now dominate the commercial and 
industrial world on this side of the Atlan- 
tie. The result is the same jn both cases 
to stop competition and to raise prices 
on the consumer. It matters little to the 
victim whether the end was gained with an 
“express purpose” or a ticit purpose. 

That the two are interchangeable and 
identical at heart may be seen in the 
history of the Standard Oil company. This 
was the original trust, the pioneer of the 
whole unsavory brood. When the Ohio 
Legislature followed the action of Con- 
gress and passed a law that made it im- 
possible for the oil trust to continue doing 
business as a trust, it promptly evaded the 
daw by dissolving its component companies 
and by continuing to conduct the whole

A WEAKNESS OF HUMAN NATURE. 

The birthday honors” list in England 
has n a disappointment to many as- 
pirants for baronetcies and knighthoods. 
The brewers, bankers, and wealthy con- 
tributors to party funds have been neglect- 
ed. Only two members of Parliament were 
distinguished by the much coveted ribbon. 
It will be hard for Americans to under- 
stand why there should be such general 
disappointment. But Americans are not 
without their little vanities, only they do 
not run to the insignia of knighthood, for 
the good reason we have no such order. 
It we had there would probably be quite 
as many aspirants for it as there are in 
England, for human nature is much alike, 
after all, and American weaknesses do not 
differ essentially from British weaknesses, 
Some American women show their aspira- 
tion for a title by the low figure at which 
they sell themselves to secure it. Ameri- 
can men show their weakness by their love 
of regalia, uniform, or any outward dis- 
play which distinguishes them from the 
common herd. No newly fledged knight or 
baronet with his ribbon or medal is more 
airily self-satisfied than the marshal of 
a procession on his caradoling steed, bediz- 
ened with feathers, sashes, medals, and 
gold lace. In ordinary life he may be a 
butcher, baker, or candlestick maker, 
whom you may approach with safety upon 


to do that on the day of the pageant. The 
drum major when off duty may tend bar 
or cobble.shoes or drive an express wagon, 
but when on duty, stepping high and manip- 
ulating his stick, no more gorgeous creature 
lives. Comparisons with his kind are im- 
possible. His only peer is the peacock or 


the hjrd of paradise. Solomon in all his 


glory was not to be compared with the 
drum major when the pageantry is at its 


height. When in his “own proper per- 


sonality” he is made of common clay and 
sometimes the clay is a pretty poor kind of 
mud.

TRUSTS AND DRUMMERS, . 

In 1776 the woolen operatives of Somer- 
set, England, petitioned Parliament against 
“the introduction of the spinning jenny 
into” their trade. In the years‘immediate- 
ly following 1800 many “ outbursts of ma- 
chine breaking” occurred in the English 
cotton industry, In 1829 the agricultural 


laborers in southern England, goaded by’ 


hard times, sought a remedy in machine 
breaking,” and four years later the building 


trades of Liverpool demanded “ the prohibi- 


tion of machinery ” by their employers. 
Sidney Webb, commenting upon this peri- 
od, says: The working classes were suf- 
fering . . . from a calamity which no 
mere politician grasped in the effects of the 
new machine and factory industry, which 
was blindly crushing out the old methods by 
the mere brute force of competition instead 
of replacing it with due order and adjust- 
ment to the human interests involved.” The 


“ calamity ” was not the introduction of la- 


bor saving machinery, which was a bless- 
ing, but its introduction in such a manner 
as not to take account of “ the human inter- 
ests involved.” : | 

The same sort of “ calamity” has, through 
the present reorganization of industry, be- 
fallen traveling salesmen. The President 
of the Commercial Travelers’ association 
asserts that through the action of trusts 
35,000 men have lost their places and 25,000 


been reduced in salary. The fact, however, 


that the $60,000,000 alleged to be lost there- 
by in salaries is saved to the expense ac- 
count of the businesses concerned shows 
that the “ calamity ” is essentially a labor 


saving expedient, and hence that the diffi- 


culty lies again, not in the improvement, 
but in the manner of the transition from the 
old to the new. Instead of dividing the ad- 
vantages with employés in the form of 
shortened hours and of deferred discharges 
in order to afford men more time for find- 
ing other lines of employment the trusts 


have precipitated the change so abruptly 


as to leave great numbers of faithful men, 
many of ahem with families, without jobs, 
while the glut in the supply of salesmen 
thereby produced has itself been made the 


occasion for a reduction in the salaries of 


many of those remaining. 


Irresponsibility, as illustrated in this at- 
titude towards employés, and paralleled in 


the arbitrary fixing of prices for customers, 
is the essential evil in trusts. As labor sav- 
ing devices they are legitimate and inevita- 


ble. As uncontrolled owners of the com- 
mon resources of life, however, and of the 


opportunities for employment they are, a 
social menace. | 

The machine breaking of the British 
worker was, of course, futile. Finally, 


however, Lord Shaftesbury came along with 


his factory legislation, and that was of real 
‘value. The traveling salesmen are quite 
right in feeling that any effort on their 


part to stop trust organization would be 


fruitless. The exigencies of the case in its 


‘broader aspects, however, challenge some 


adequate legislative control, and though 
the field is a difficult and comparatively new 
one legislation will not be excused from en- 
tering it. | 


THE LOCKPORT WATER POWER. 
There is a proposition before the trustees 
of the drainage canal for a fifty-year fran- 
chise covering the water power rights at 


‘and near Lockport. Before action is taken 


upon this or any similar proposition careful 


consideration should be given to the possible 
interests of Chicago in those rights. 


Twenty thousand horse power is the esti- 


mate of, the power which will be available 


from the minimum proposed flow of water 
through the channel, and this may be in- 


creased so as to develop 36,000 horse power. 
This water power is at the present time a 
public asset, and in view of the present and 
prospective demands of the city for power 


it is at least an important question to be 


| determined whether the city should not 
‘possess and use this power right for its 


municipal purposes. 


At the present time the electrical de- 
‘partment supplies 28,000 arc lights, about 
600 are rented from private companies, and 
plans are on foot for the supply of 2,000 
more by the department. Still, when these 
are all in operation they will constitute but 
a minor fraction of the total lighting of the 
city. Over $400,000 is still paid each year 


for gas lights. Then there are demands for 


power for pumping ‘purposes in connection 


with the sewerage system, and there is the 


constant demand ‘for power in the Water 


department. |

Scott polied a smaller vote than 
when he stood against Mr. Dingley in the 
1898 elections, 


Charles E. Littlefield was born in Lebanon, 
York County, Me., on June 21, 1851. He is 
the son of the Rev. W. H. and Mary Little- 
field, among the first settlers of that part of 
the State. At the age of 16 young Littlefield 
stood 6 feet in height, with a slender, pow- 
erful frame, and did a man’s work at the 
carpenter’s bench fora boy’s pay. At 18 he 
had charge of a crew of men and was getting 
$4aday. Then ke went to Rockland, -vhere 
ne entered a law office. He finally went to 
China, Me., where he taught school, and 
wnere Nelson Dingley also had taught. 

‘Mr. Littlefield soon returned to Rockland 
and was admitted to the bar. His first case 
of prominence was against the Grand Trunk 
railroad, which was brought while he was 
State's Attorney, and he won by compelling 
the railroad to pay something like $300,000 
for taxes due the Siate, The case was ap- 
pealed to the United States Court and then to 


the full bench, but Mr. Littlefield staid in and 


won the case. 

He was sent to the Legislature and served 
on the Judicary committee. Two years later 
he was returned to the Legislature and made 
Speaker. 

Since then he has devoted the most of his 
time to law practice, but also has taken a 
prominent part in the management of the 
affairs of his political party. He is consid- 
ered one of the best lawyers in the State of 
Maine. He is married and has two sons and

WINANS’ COLLEGIATE WORK. 


Graduated in 1874 at Princeton, Where 
i He Is Now Dean of the Faculty 
Learned in Greek. 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 19,—[Special.]— 
Professor Samuel Ross Winans, Ph. D., the 
new dean of Princeton University, was born 
in New Elizabeth, N. J., March 1, 1855, of 
otch ancestry. He graduated from Prince- 
ton at the unusual age of 19 years in the class 
of 1874. He took honors in Greek and deliy- 
ered the Greek salutatory at the commence- 
ment. The Rev. Dr. McPherson led the class 
of 74 and Professor Marquand, also of the 
Princeton faculty, and Professor Winans 
came next with equal honors, 
In ͤ the year 1882 Princeton conferred upon 
him the degree of Doctor of Philosophy. 
During the year 1884 Professor Winans made 
special research in his own department in 
the German universities. He is the author 
of several well-known Greek text books. 
As a member of the faculty he has been for 
several years chairman of the committee 
which oversees the scholarship of the stu- 
dents, and for about twenty years a mem- 
ber of the committee in charge of college 
order, of which the dean is ex-officio chair- 
man. *

INSURANCE AFPAIRS. 


Some tests have been made by.a committee ap- 
pointed with the approval of the London County 
Council for the purpose of making the — 
familiar with the method of generating acetylene 
gas and the precautions necessary in its use. The 
committee classified generators into three groups: 
First, those in which the gas is generated by 
water being allowed to drip or flow on the carbide; 
second, those in which the water is allowed to 
rise in contact with the carbide, the rise being 
regulated by the increase of pressure in the gen- 
erating chamber; and, third, those in which the 
carbide, drops into the water. These were again 
subdivided into automatic generators, whose 
storage capacity is less than the total volume 
which the charge of carbide is capable of gen- 
erating, and which, therefore, require automatic 


regulation; and non-automatic, whose holders 


can receive all the gas produced by the charge of 
carbide. The tests are said to have demonstrated 
clearly that many types of acetylene gas ma- 
chines can be so constructed as with ordinary 
precautions to be absolutely safe, and that licht- 


ing by acetylene need not be dangerous. The 


committee, however, reports that its members 
consider the generation of gas within the house 
and the use of cycle lamps, etc., to be not unat- 
tended with danger, except in skilled hands. The 
committee recommends that the carbide be kept 
always in a dry place and under lock and key.
